j country is one of the largest in quantity, and 
H best in quality, that ever was gathered. For 
| this all ought to be thankful, and especially 
j consumers. Besides supplying the home mar- 
| ket, there will bea plenty for people abroad,— 
j as much, at any rate, as they will be willing 
| to pay for,
